IS TAKEN UP AT CHICAGO

Ryder Declares that Althonah It
Una firm In Hffret for Year

Thrre Una Fleen but
One Violation.

Since Police Commissioner J. J. Ryder
Instituted a "fiolden rule" policy In the
police department a year ago there has
been but one "breach of faith," and
the police commissioner has now placed.
his final stamp of approval on this
plan of dealing with minor offenders
against the law.

'T see this pmn of dealing with men
under tho Influence of rlnk la belnx
taken up In Chicago as something new,"
said the police commissioner, "We have
been working under it here for about a
year and have found It an admirable sys
tem."

fuses to go home and becomes obstreper-
ous, tho policeman takes him to the sta-
tion, sobers him up and advises him that
home Is a good place to go to.
